LONG BEACH, 'Calif., Nov. 
25 <AP) — State Republican 
leaders have demanded an in- 
jvestigation of the Long Beach 
Young Republicans, who have 
elected as president a man 
with allegedly anti - Semitic 
views. 

State Assemblyman George 
Deufcmejian (R-Long Beach) 
said yesterday that the elec- 
tion of George King- Jr. as 
president and Ray Brahe as 
recording secretary “seriously 
damages the mage of the Re- 
publican Party in Long 
Beach.” 

King, who Said he was for- 
merly a chapter leader of the 
John Birch Society in Long 
Beach, said: 

“I have criticized the whole 
Jewish community. There are 
no sacred cows here. I don’t 
hate anybody. I am a free- 
wheeling indivudual who 
doesn’t believe in holding 
back if I have an opinion.” 

King said he left the John 
Birch Society “by mutual con- 
sent. Some of my views and 
those of the Society did not 
coincide.”
